Justice or simple investigatoii— there 
is but one conventionally acceptable 
reason for secrecy — ^that is, when it 
remains the opinion of Government 
that vital national interests are at 
stake and such vital interests pre- 
sumably justify the suppression of 
relevant data surrounding the murder 
of Kennedy and Oswald. 

Mr. Belin asks that I trust him. 
First let Mr. Belin reply whether he 
would place his individual conscience 
over and above the survival of the 
nation if the national interest was, 
in fact, at stake. If his answer is in 
the affirmative then he has ray trust. 
However, if Mr. Belin believes that 
other members of the investigating 
committee are of similar commitment 
then I would withhold my confidence, 
in Mr. Belin’s political intelligence 
even while I congratulate his morality.
